Spraying 

Spraying  is  a  vital  necessity  if  you  want  GOOD  Fruit.  It  doesn’t  pay  to  miss  one 
season,  even  if  enemies  are  not  visible.  Spraying  has  an  invigorating  effect  on  trees, 
besides  controlling  enemies. 

Spraying  during  the  dormant  period  is  distinctly  different  from  spraying  on  foliage. 
Materials  several  times  as  strong  can  be  used  and  are  needed  to  control  the  scales. 

On  account  of  the  life  habits  of  enemies,  often  only  two  to  seven  days  are  available  for 
any  one  spraying.  Do  the  work  then.  Put  the  material  on  with  force  and  cover  every 
inch  of  bark  and  leaf. 

Get  a  sprayer  that  is  big  enough,  that  will  give  one  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  of  air  pressure,  that  is  adapted  to  your  land  and  trees,  and  that  is  durable.  Get 
a  power  outfit,  if  possible,  for  it  does  better  work  than  hand  pump  can. 

The  Spraying  program  ordinarily  resolves  itself  into  two,  three  or  four  applications, 
one  while  trees  are  dormant  with  SCALECIDE,  and  the  others  on  blossoms  and  fruit  with 
SULFOCIDE.  All  applications  must  be  guided  by  careful  study. 

Spraying  will  pay  bigger  dividends  than  anything  you  can  do.  Anything  that  is  worth 
having  is  certainly  worth  taking  care  of.
